Putin, Obama fail to ease Syria rift at G20 


SAINT PETERSBURG 
(AFP) - US President Barack 
Obama and Russian counter¬ 
part YLadimir Putin failed 
Fnday to end their bitter dis¬ 
pute over US plans for mili¬ 
tary acton in S^Tia, as half of 
tlie G2D called for a "strong" 
response to a chemical 


weapons attack blamed on 
the regime 

Obama said tlial the world 
could not "stand idly by" 
after the Syna chemical at¬ 
tack but Putin warned that it 
would be "'outside tlielaw^ to 
attack without the UN's 
blessing 


Putin also said Russia 
would "help Syna" if the US 
were to stake, p Dinting to ex¬ 
isting military, economic and 
humanitarian cooperation. 

"We spoke sitting down... 
it was a constructive, me ail¬ 
ing Rii, cordial conversation," 
Putm said after his previously 
unscheduled talks with 
Obama 

"Each of us kept witil our 
own opinion," said Putin, 
who has emerged as one of 
the most implacable cntics of 
military intervention against 
the regime of Synan Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad for an 
alleged chemical weapons at¬ 
tack on August 21. 

Asked what Moscow 
would do if military action 
began against Syna, Ritiii 


said '‘Will we help Syna"? 
We will." 

Tlie split among leaders of 
the world's top emerging and 
developed countnes over tlie 
issue was symbolised in a 
statement supported by 11 
stales at the G2D calling for a 
"■strong iiitematiDiial response" 
to the chemical attack. 

Without specifying mili¬ 
tary action, it said the re¬ 
sponse would "send a clear 
message that tins kind of 
atrocity can never be re¬ 
peated". 

The signatories included

A new research conducted by 
lOM in close cooperation 
with the Government of 
Aruba uniquely examines 
Arubans prevention, protec¬ 
tion and prosecution efforts 
related to human trafficking, 
and detennines the effective¬ 
ness of its laws, policies, pro¬ 
cedures, practices and 
partnerslups.

SAINT PETERSBURG 
(AFP) - US Presidsnt 

Barack Dbaina on Fnday 
met P^.ussian gay rights ac¬ 
tivists after the G!?D sumnut, 
in a symbol of US support 
for tlie community amid a 
furore over an "anti-gay" 
Russian law. 

Two gay rights activists 
were among a group of nine 
Russian civil soaety mem¬ 
bers Obama bnefly met just 
before taking off from Saint 
Petersburg after tlie two-day 
GiO summit hosted by Pres¬ 
ident Vladimir Putin. 

Speaking to the group at 
a hotel near the airport 
where his plane was wait¬ 
ing, Obama said he is "very 
proud" of the activists' 
work. 

■The kinds of activities 
tliat are represented here are 
cntically important to Rus¬ 
sia's development," Obama 
said. The group also in¬ 
cluded defenders of busi¬ 
ness nghts, 

environmentalists, and an 
investigative journalist from 
a Russian opposition paper. 

"It's important to remem¬ 
ber til at in every country, 
here m Russia, in tlie United 
Slates, around the globe, 
that part of good govern¬ 
ment IS making sure that 
we're creating space for 
civil society to frmction," 
Dbama said. 

Tins included ensuring 
"fi'eedoiii of the press, free¬ 
dom of assembly,, and mak¬ 
ing sure tlial people can join 
together aid make common 
cause around the issues tliat 
we care deeply about," he 
added.

Washington prepared the 
ground for possible slnkes, 
evacuating non-essential em¬ 
bassy staff from Beirut and 
urging Amen cans to avoid all 
travel to Lebanon as well as 
southern Turkey. 

Tlie R.ussian foreign min¬ 
istry meanwhile Fnday 
strongly warned the United 
States against targeting 
Syna's chemical arsenal in 
any attacks. 

-- 'I disagree with Ins ar¬ 
guments' --- 

Putin and Obama spoke 
for about half an hour on the 
sidelines of tlie sumnnt, but 
neither managed to change 
the other's mind on Syna. 

"He (Obama) disagrees 
with my arguments, I dis¬ 
agree with his arguments,, but 
we do hear, and we try to 
analyse,' said Putin. 

Obama also called the dis¬ 
cussion 'candid and con¬ 
structive", adding that it 
"chai'actenses my relation- 
slnp with him" 

On Fnday, the United 
Slates said it has come to 
temis with the fact tliat no 
deal could emerge despite re¬ 
peated attempts at persuading 
Syna's key ally Russia, and 
signalled tliat it would take 
punitive action against Assad's 
regime without tlie UN Secu- 
nty Council's backing. 

Obama expressed appreci¬ 
ation for France, saying that 
he very much valued Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande's 
"comnutment to a strong in¬ 
ternational response fortliese 
grievous acts" 

He said he would prefer to 
have an international man¬ 
date for the strikes, but that 
Washington should not be 
paralysed by a refusal on the 
part of some countnes to act. 

"If we're not acting, what 
does tliat say?" 

Obama, who will address 
the US nation on Tuesday, is 
now seeking support from 
Congress for military action, 
a process he admitted he al¬ 


ways knew was going to he a 
"heavy lift". 

He declined to speculate 
on what he would do if Con¬ 
fess failed to back interven¬ 
tion, saying he refused to 
"engage in parlour games 
now". 

Pmssia and China -- both 
veto-wielding permanent 
members of the Security 
Council -- have on tliree oc¬ 
casions voted down resolu¬ 
tions that would have put 
pressure on Assad. 

Dunng a dinner on Tliurs- 
day, leaders, including 
Obama, presented their posi¬ 
tions on die Syria crisis winch 
only confirmed the extent of 
global divisions on the issue 

'The gathering was al¬ 
ways going to be divided," 
aclm owl edged Bntish Prime 
Minister David Cameron 

Putin said tliat a maj onty 
of countries at the G20 ap¬ 
peared to be supporting Ins 
position. 

'You said views divided 
50-5 D, that is not quite nglit," 
Putin said in answer to a j our- 
nalist's question, listing only 
the United States, Turkey, 
Canada, Saudi Arabia and 
France as countnes support¬ 
ing an intervention. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon on 
Fnday also warned that mili- 
taiy stnkes could spark Eur- 
tlier sectanan violence in the 
country which he said is suf¬ 
fering from a humanilarian 
crisis "unprecedented" in re¬ 
cent history. 

'I must warn tliat ill-con¬ 
sidered military action could 
cause senous and tragic con¬ 
sequences, and with an in¬ 
creased tlireat of furtlier 
sectanan violence," Ban said. 

Hollande said Pans would 
await the UN inspectors' re¬ 
port on the chemical attack 
before any Syna stnke while 
Germany urged the release to 
be sped up.

Sessions judge K. Sangan- 
navai told ^e court the men 
would be sent to prison "till 
their natural death" 

The sentence comes days 
before a verdict is due on four 
men charged over the fatal 
gang-rape of a physiotlierapy 
student m New Dellii on a bus 
last December, a crime that 
sparked outrage across India 

Weeks of protests over that 
crime and the wider issue of 
women's safety in India led to 
tougher laws against sex of¬ 
fenders 

On October 13, tlie law stu¬ 
dent had been walking witli a 
male companion in a secluded 
area of tlie Bangalore campus 
when a group of eight ap¬ 
proached them. The woman 
was attacked after her com¬ 
panion was beaten up. 

The judge, who found the 
group guilty earlier in the 
week, said they deserved the 
maximum sentence as tlieir 
crime "involved not just the 
physical torture, hut also the 
mental trauma of the victim 
that wont go away for a long 
bme". 



Mexico City mulls legal marijuana 
'clubs' 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - The 
Mexico City council is consid- 
ermg the legalization of 
cannabis plants and tlie cre¬ 
ation of private marijuana 
smoking "clubs" as it mulls 
controversial legislation to lib- 
erahze consumption, lawmak¬ 
ers said. 

The capital hosted a tlwee- 
day fiirum on drug policy amid 
a growing debate m Latm 
America overtime course of the 
region's deadly struggle 
against narco trafficking, with 
President Eimque Pena Nieto 
taking a stance against legal¬ 
ization 

Estliela Damian, a council- 
woman of tlie city's ruling 
Democratic Revoluiion Psurty 
(PRD), told AFP the proposals 
on the table include allowing 
the cultivation of three 


cannabis plants per person, as 
well as a system of coopera¬ 
tives or "non-profit private 
club 3." 

The fonim of experts and 
representatives fiom ai'ound 
til eWorld, including tlie United 
Nations and Organizafion of 
Amen can States (OAS), gave 
way to various opinions that 
could feed legislation tlie city 
counal may debate in Octob ei'. 

Hie US slates of Waslnng- 
lon and Colorado voted to le¬ 
galize the recreational use of 
mai’ijuana last year, a move 
that shocked the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment as it faces caitel vio¬ 
lence that has left more than 
7Q,000 people dead m tlie past 
seven years. 

Former president Vicente 
Fox, who was in office fi'om 
2Q00 to 20Q6, has come out in 


favor of legalizing manjuana 
as a solution to tlie violence 
Pena Nieto has vowed to 
tweak tlie secunty poli>cy of Ins 
predecessor, Felipe Calderon, 
but he has kept hoops on the 
ground to combat dmg traf¬ 
ficking and detains kingpms 
while VO long opposition to 
dmg legalization 

Mexico City, home to al¬ 
most mne nnlhon people plus 
11 million more in its suburbs, 
has stood out fi'om the rest of 
the country in recent yeai's by 
legalizing abortion and allow¬ 
ing gay maniage. 

Mexico currently allows the 
possession of a maxiinum of 
five grams of marijuana for 
personal consumption, but 
growing and selling weed is il¬ 
legal. 






Ohio driver's 'I killed a man' 
confession goes virai 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
22-year-old Ohio motohst 
dramaticalivciaimed re¬ 
sponsibility for a drunk¬ 
driving fatality, and urged 
others not to repeat his 
tragic mistake, in an on¬ 
line video that went viral 
Friday. "My name is 
Matthew Cordle and on 
June 22 , 2013, I hit and 
killed Vincent Canzani. 

This video will act as my confession," stated Cordle in 
theprofessionaHooking clip that appears on Becausel- 
SaidlWould.com. The 3-1/2 minute confession opens 
with somber music and Cordle sitting in a dark room, his 
face obscured by pixiiation, recounting how he "blacked 
our behind the wheel after a night of "heavy drinking" 
then hit another vehicle in a wrong-way crash on an In¬ 
terstate highway. "When I get charged {will plead guilty 
and take responsibility for everything I've done to Vin¬ 
cent and his family," he said as the pixilation gives way 
to a clear view of his face and the camera reveals scars 
on his arm. Cordle said "high-powered attorneys" had 
told him they could get him a reduced sentence, or off 
the hook entirely, If he agreed to lie, "but I wont dis¬ 
honor Vincent's memory by lying about what happened." 
The video ends with Cordle looking into the camera and 
telling viewers: "I'm begging you. Please dont drink and 
drive. I cant bring Mr Canzani back ... but you can still 
be saved. You victims can still be saved." Alex Sheen, 
founder of BecauselSaidlWould.com, a donation-sup- 
ported website where people can go public with prom¬ 
ises, said Cordle approached him via Facebook last 
month with his story.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ati 
espsninenfcal vaccine implant 
to ti'eat skin cancer has begun 
eaiiy tiials m hum Ears, as; part 
of a growing effort to ti'am the 
imniune system to fight tu¬ 
mors. 

The approach, which was 
shown to work in lab mice in 
2009, involves placing a fin- 
gernail-sized sponge under the 
skin where it reprogiams a p a- 
tienl's immune cells to find 
cancerous melanoma cells and 
kill tliem. 

The phase I trial aims to test 
tlie safety of the implant in a 
small number of human pa¬ 
tients After that, the device 
may move to phase 11 tnals on 



effectiveness and larger phase 
III trials before reaching the 
market 

The implants aie made of 


biodegradable polymer mate¬ 
rial that are hi^ily permeable 
and contain antigens that are 
specific to the kind of tumor 
bemg targeted 

The device releases a pro¬ 
tein that attracts immune cells 
and sends them out armed to 
hunt down and kiH tumor cells. 

P.esearchers say it works 
differently than conventional 
cancer vaccines -- winch in¬ 
volve removing immune cells 
fiom the pahent, reprogram¬ 
ming tliem to attack malignan¬ 
cies and reinjecting them -- 
because it works firom inside 
tlie body 

One drug already on the 
market using the iiiunune sys¬ 


tem against melanoma, called 
Yervoy, is made by Bristol 
Myers Squibb and was ap¬ 
proved by US regulators in 
2D11. 

Pharmaceutical giants 
Merck and P^.oche also have 
drugs tliat use the immune sys¬ 
tem to fight cancer m dim,cal 
trials. 

British pharma giant Glax¬ 
oSmithKline suffered a blow 
tins week when its phase III 
trial of vaccine candidate 
MAGE-A3 did not extend sur¬ 
vival m melanoma patients

MUMBAI (AFP) - An Indian 
court has ordered a public 
transport authority to rein re a 
saicked HIV-positive bus diiver 
in a “landmark" case for those 
stigmatised for having tlie 
virus, the man's lawyer said 
Friday.

Tlie man approached Ins 
employers at tlie Maliarashtia 
State Road Transport Corpora¬ 
tion (MSRTC) explaimng his 
condifion and requesting a dif¬ 
ferent position at the company 
"They said it was not possi¬ 
ble, tliathe was taken into em¬ 
ployment as a driver and tliere 
was no provision to change his 
job profile. From that point 
tliey started harassing him," 
Sarode told AFP. 

He said the harassment led 
to the man's eventual dismissal 
last year. 

The man took the case to the 
Bombay High Court, arguing 
tliat “capacity to work is more 
important than HIV status.

Yosemite fire grows 
to California's third 
biggest ever 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Tlie 
huge wildfire in Yosemite Na¬ 
tional Park became Califor¬ 
nia's llurd biggest ever Fnday, 
but officials re-opened a key 
road into tlie tourist landmark 
as firefigiiters got a grip on it 

The so-called Rim Fire, ac¬ 
cidentally stated by a hunter 
last montlx has grown to 
346,350 acres (3S5 square 
miles), much of it witliin the 
pai'k visited by millions of 
tourists every year. 

But firefighters now have it 
SO percent contained, and on 
Fnday re-opened Highway 
12Q, tlie main road into the 
west of the park used visitors 


driving across firom San Fran- 
■ascD on the Califbnua coast. 

At one stage two of the four 
main roads into Yosemite 
were dosed, as over 5,000 
firefighters battled tlie blaze. 

More tlian 3,600 firefighters 
are stiU working to contain the 
blaze which broke out on Au¬ 
gust 17, wlnle air Ij aft have 
dropped more than 4 million 
gallons of water and fire retai'- 
dant over tlie last IS days. 

It IS now the third largest 
California wildfire since 
records began 1932, with an 
area five times that of Wash¬ 
ington DC.

Dubbed Tauiu Massif the 
volcano is pat of the Shatsky 
Fuse, a deep plateau on the 
floor of the Pacific located 
ai'ound 1,600 kilometres 
(1,000 miles) east of Japan, 
they said. 

It comprises a single, im¬ 
mense, rounded dome in the 
shape of a sin eld, formed of 
hardened lava from an erup¬ 
tion around 144 niillton yeai's 
ago 

It covers ai'ound 310,000 
square kilometres (119,000 
square miles) --the equivalent 
ai'ea of Britain and Ireland 
combined - and slopes up¬ 
wards to a height of around 3.5 
kiuE (2.2 miles) above tlie sea 
floor. 

In area, "it is. . approxi¬ 


mately tire same as the British 
Isles or Olympus Mons on 
Mai's, wliich 13 considered the 
largest volcano in the Solai' 
System." 

Olympus Mons, in addition, 
has relatively sliallow roots, 
whereas Tamu Massif delves 
some 30 kilometres (13 miles) 
into Earth's ciiist. 

Ocean surveyors had until 
now surmised Tamu Massif to 
be a vast system of multiple 
volcanoes, akmdtiiat exists in 


about a dozen locations around 
the planet. 

Tlie realisation tliat it was a 
single volcano of truly massive 
size only came to light when 
the teanx led by William Sager 
at Texas A&M University, 
sought an overview, 

Put together, the findings 
suggest mega-volcanoes found 
in other parts of tlie Solai' Sys¬ 
tem have cousins on Eaitli, 
says tlie paper.

Tlie jobs report yielded 
comp etm g inieipretati oiis ov ei' 
what the reports said about 
economic growth and meant 
for the Federal Reserve's plans 
to taper its stimulus program. 

Scott Wren, a senior equity 
strategist at Wells Fai'go Advi¬ 
sors, said the report "wasn't 
good at all," but argued tliat it 


probably either delays a Fed 
taper, or means a smaller re¬ 
duction in bond-purchases. 

“It's a 'what's had is good' 
type of thing," Wren said 

The contiiiumg dispute be¬ 
tween Russia and the US over

Prosecutors say Hernandez 
and two other men, Ernest Wal¬ 
lace and Cai'los Ortiz, earned 
out the "'ezeaition-style" killing 
because Hernandez was angiy 
that Lloyd had spoken witli 
people he “had troubles with". 

A jogger found Lloyd's body 
on June 17. 

Wallace has pleaded not 
guilty to being an accessory to 
murder after the fact while 
Ortiz has pleaded not guilty to 
illegally cairying a fireaim.
